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PREFACE 


The Catholic Library is one of the most powerful and far-reach- 
ing forces that can be mustered to the call of “Catholic Action 
through Catholic Education.” It is through the library that the 
paths of scholarship lead, and it is through the Catholic library 
that Catholic scholarship must advance if it is to come to the fore- 
front. In spite of these facts the library has not yet come into its 
own in a great number of Catholic colleges and schools. If we are 
not lacking the library itself, we fail only too often in its intelligent 
use, and for this there is no defense. 

Therefore, as a remedy for the situation, this guide has been 
prepared: (1) to explain to Catholic readers the facility with which 
book, pamphlet, and magazine material in libraries may be obtained 
and used most efficiently; and (2) to acquaint Catholic readers with 
standard reference works, and above all Catholic reference works, 
whose great expanse and variety of subjects are too little known. 

There are available, of course, several splendid library manuals, 
but all of them have been planned and written from the non-Catholic 
point of view, and therefore are not suited to the needs of the Cath- 
olic reader. As it is, Catholic education is overinfiltrated with non- 
Catholic texts and a consequent non-Catholic way of thought, to say 
nothing of the growth in one’s mind of the idea that scholarship and 
the writing of good texts is exclusively the privilege of the non- 
Catholic. 

All science, including library technique, is universal, and there- 
fore, with the technical side of these extant library manuals we have 
no differences. But even here we have tried to give concise and still 
more detailed explanations of (1) criteria for judging books, (2) the 
applications of the Library of Congress Classification, and (3) the 
availability of pamphlet material, and have used specifically Cath- 
olic illustrations wherever possible. Numerous technical points which 
have been made many times before, had to be repeated here simply 
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because of the universality of library technique. But, in the biblio- 
graphical sections, the present manual differs from all others, and 
is Catholic. | 

It is true that non-Catholic scholarship has accomplished much 
and therefore, even in a Catholic library manual, important and 
necessary non-Catholic reference works must be included. However, 
an effort has been made, wherever possible, to show why they should 
be used with discretion. Here again, the preservation of the Cath- 
olic integrity of the volume has been one of our main concerns. Thus, 
we have listed probably as many important non-Catholic reference 
works as any other manual, in addition to the many Catholic 
reference and other works which are treated in this way for the first 
time. As a result, the Catholic reader is not only provided with 
necessary directions for the use of non-Catholic volumes, both gen- 
eral and particular, but also is made aware of Catholic sources which, 
in many cases, will meet his demands as well if not better. It seems, 
therefore, that this manual is well rounded and may even serve the 
non-Catholic in sources so far neglected. 

I should wish this handbook to be the library companion of 
every Catholic reader. Although not designed primarily for uni- 
versity and seminary study, it provides many helps necessary to 
those advanced fields. There are chapters on books and libraries, the 
card catalogue, classification, call number and arrangement of books 
on the shelves, with illustrations, general reference works, periodical 
indexes, reference works for special subjects, pamphlet and clipping 
files, and bibliography. 

In order to provide additional helps for the Catholic reader, but 
at the same time maintain the technical balance of the body of the 
work, four Appendices are given. 

Appendix I is a classified list, with some annotations, of foreign- 
language Catholic reference works, which can be useful for the 
advanced student of Catholic subjects. 

Appendices IT and III consist of reference lists of Catholic books 
in philosophy and sociology, two subjects which, although extremely 
important at the present time, show an unfortunate dearth of Cath- 
olic reference works in English. 

Appendix IV is a reference list of books in Classical Greek and 
Latin Literature and Antiquities, which can be helpful for the great 
number of Catholic students pursuing the Classics. 


PREFACE 1X 


In the few Catholic schools which include in their curricula 
courses on the use of books and libraries, this manual may be use- 
ful as an aid to the lectures; but I also wish that in schools which 
have not as yet begun systematically to corral their book resources, ~ 
these chapters may lead to a preliminary organization. If this manual 
should prove a key that will open wider the way to a deep rec- 
ognition of the vital kinship between Catholic Education and the 
Catholic Library, I would be happy.

CHAPTER I 
BOOKS AND THE LIBRARY 


The Textbook 


At the outset, it must be clear that the main factors of a book, 
and especially a textbook, are: (a) it deals with a definite subject; 
(6) it has an author. 

Upon these two primary factors all the others depend. The subject 
matter conditions the book in scope, treatment, and size, and the 
author, either by his authority in the particular subject, or by his 
personality in the treatment of the subject, gives the book its value. 
It is evident that a book on mathematics differs from a book on 
literature, and that both of these differ from a volume of history or 
an edition of Shakespeare’s plays. 

What, then, are the real criteria upon which a reader is able to 
judge books? They are two: (a) the inner value of the book, and 
(6) the outward manifestation of such a possible inner value, or 
the external physical qualities of the book. 


Inner Value of the Book 


First, a book has inner value according to the degree of authority 
and profoundness with which the subject matter is treated, and this 
depends upon the knowledge of the author. Second, a book may have 
inner value on the score of presentation of the subject matter, and 
this depends upon the personality of the author. 

Mr. Einstein may write a book on mathematics, unquestioned in 
its authority and profoundness, because of the author’s knowledge. 
An ordinary teacher also may write a book on mathematics, of 
equal or greater use value, because of the manner and clarity of 
presentation. The higher the reader rises in knowledge, the more 
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important become the first qualities of authority and profoundness, 
while at the beginning of a study, the most important is clarity of 
presentation. Any judgment on the value of a book depends there- 
fore, first, upon our knowledge of the subject, and second, upon the 
ease and clearness with which, by means of the book, we can enter 
upon or continue in the study of the subject matter. Thus it is 
evident that the judgment of the average person on the value of 
a book is severely limited. Accordingly, he must rely upon other 
points, outward points, that might serve as a guide to a book’s 
possible inner value. Such points are common to the various books 
of the various types, and judgment upon them lies within the ability 
of every reader. This is a first essential of a critical attitude toward 
books. 
These outward points are:

1. The Title: Usually indicates the subject matter and gen- 
erally arouses interest. 

2. The Author: The entire value of the book depends, as we 
have seen, upon the author. His name is a criterion of first importance 
for the Catholic reader, especially in subjects of a controversial 
nature, such as religion, philosophy, history, literature, science, 
sociology, etc., for it provides us with a means of judging beforehand 
the Catholic or non-Catholic treatment of the matter. If the author 
is not known to us by reputation, perhaps his degrees, position, or 
previous works are listed after his name on the title page. These will 
enable us to judge, at least to some extent, his standing and possible 
authority. 

3. The Publisher: The publisher’s name is an index of reli- 
ability. A reputable publishing house will not publish that which 
is manifestly valueless, nor will a Catholic publisher issue that which 
is non-Catholic or anti-Catholic. 
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4. The Year of Publication: Tells only the year in which the 
book was printed. In older books, before the days of copyright, the 
Year of Publication was of paramount importance, but today is 
largely superseded in importance by the Year of Copyright. L 

5. The Year of Copyright: Indicates the date of the last 
handling or revision of the work by the author. It is of the greatest 
importance in books on science and modern methods which are 
making steady periodic advances in many directions. 

6. The Preface: In the Preface the author states his objectives 
in writing the book, explains the book’s uses and limits, and makes 
acknowledgment of any help he has received. If we expect to get 
the most out of a book, we should never neglect to read its Preface 
thoroughly. 

7. The Table of Contents: Usually only a list of the chapter 
headings arranged in the same order in which they appear in the 
book. Sometimes each chapter heading is subdivided into smaller 
headings to indicate parts of the chapter. Generally, it is possible 
to determine, to a great extent, the subject scope of a book merely 
by reading through the Table of Contents. 

8. The Body of the Work: The main part or text of the book 
proper can be scanned in order to gain a picture of the manner in 
which the author has presented his subject matter. If we find clear- 
ness of division, print, arrangement, and heading, and upon reading 
a page here and there, also clearness of expression, we can feel fairly 
well assured of the book’s value in regard to the presentation of the 
subject matter. 

9. The Bibliography: The list of books or sources of informa- 
tion which the author has consulted in his preparation of the book. 
Here again the Catholic reader has a very useful criterion, for by 
means of the Bibliography we are able to ascertain the number 
and quality of Catholic sources investigated by the author. Some- 
times the Bibliography appears in its entirety immediately after 
the text, and sometimes in parts at the ends of the chapters through- 
out the body of the book, or in footnotes. The Bibliography of a 
book is of great value in providing sources for additional reading, 
and for advanced reference and study. 

10. The Index: The alphabetical list of subjects, topics, per- 
sons, places, and sometimes book titles treated and mentioned in 
the book, together with the numbers of the pages on which they 
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appear. By means of the Index it is possible to locate, in a very 
short time, the particular subject or item in which one is interested. 
Almost every good book has a detailed Index, and in most cases 
a good Index vastly increases the value and usefulness of a book. 
An intelligent use of the Index of a book can be a source of much 
help and time-saving. 


‘Reference Books 

The criteria given above for judging the value or possible value 
of a textbook can, with the necessary modifications, be applied also 
to all other books. For, while the textbook forms the backbone of 
a reader’s working library, it is by no means sufficient for his 
needs. It must be supplemented by other books and works of 
reference. The reader who has learned to take a critical attitude 
toward textbooks will evaluate, just as naturally and critically, 
any other book that he uses in the course of his studies. These 
books can be divided briefly into three classes. 


a) General Reference Works 

These are works wherein information on almost any conceivable 
subject can be sought, such as general encyclopedias, dictionaries, 
periodical indexes, etc., as will be seen in Chapters IV and V. 
6) Special Reference Works 

These are works wherein information on any particular topic in 
any special line or field can be sought, such as encyclopedias and 
dictionaries for special subjects. For example, there are: 


Monroe’s Cyclopedia of Education 

Harper’s Dictionary of Classical Literature and Antiquities 
The Catholic Encyclopedia 

Brown’s Index of Catholic Biographies 

Palgrave’s Dictionary of Political Economy 

Glazebrook’s Dictionary of Applied Physics 

Streit’s Catholic World Atlas 

Allibone’s Dictionary of Authors 

The Dictionary of National Biography, 


and many others, as will be seen in the various sections of 
Chapter VI. 


c) Allied Books 
These are books, textbooks or others, that are in some way con- 
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nected with the particular studies which the reader is pursuing. 
If, for example, he is studying Shakespeare, books on the history 
and civilization of his times naturally are helpful in gaining a true 
picture of the man amid his age and surroundings. On the other hand, 
if he is engaged in the study of physics, books that may not deal 
at all with the technical aspects of the subject, but rather with the 
philosophical implications of its findings, are nevertheless connected 
with his study, and at times can be a source of great stimulation. 

For the Catholic reader, allied books by Catholic authors, 
especially in the fields of religion, philosophy, history, literature, 
science, and sociology, are absolutely necessary because of the 
scarcity of English Catholic reference works in these subjects. 

It goes, then, without question, that next to a thorough knowl- 
edge of his textbook, the reader should steep himself in a knowledge 
of reference books, and that to know these, to know where and 
how to obtain and use them, is of prime importance. 


The Student’s Library 


The possession of a personal library is a true mark of the educated 
and cultured man. From the character of such a library one fre- 
quently can judge the character, training, and scholarship of its 
owner. In the past, the acquiring of a personal library, a most 
important phase of a true student’s life, often has been neglected. 
Because of this, it may be of interest to give, briefly, an idea of 
what a student’s own library should be and do. 

In the textbooks which every student necessarily must possess, 
he has the nucleus of a good working library. To treasure this and 
increase it should be his pride and ambition. Textbooks generally 
will run into sizable numbers and will, in themselves, provide an 
index of the varied subjects upon which the student has touched. 

But as we have seen, textbooks alone are not sufficient. To them 
must be added books of reference, and while no student ever can 
hope to possess all of these, every student will own at least some. 

We find, therefore, that in his library, with his textbooks as a 
beginning, the student reveals his varied training, in his general and 
special reference books he reveals his resourcefulness, and in all 
his other books, as they gravitate more and more toward special 
fields of interest, he reveals his own likings and vocation. When, for 
example, a student is particularly interested in medicine, it is 
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natural that in both his reference and other books he will tend 
toward scientific, chemical, biological, and medical subjects. The 
library of a student of law will include books on history, political 
economy, sociology, and law. Thus the student begins, early in his 
career, to reveal his character, the bend of his interest and vocation, 
and even the degree of his training in books. 

A library of this kind is not necessarily expensive. Simplicity and 
solidity very frequently go hand in hand. There are, in almost every 
field, certain series of simple, solid, and yet inexpensive books of 
both general and special reference value that can be of great aid 
to the student, and should, wherever possible, constitute a part of 
the student’s personal library. 

But, while we in the course of our studies will come into the 
possession of many books, we must know and use many more which 
we cannot possess. This brings us to the library. 


The Library 


A good library is, first of all, a splendidly organized storehouse 
of books. As books are the tools of the student, the value of a 
library depends not only on its size but also on the choice and avail- 
ability of the books it possesses. A small, well-chosen library, highly 
organized for service, is always of much greater practical value than 
the most extensive but chaotic collection. 

The key principle of any good library, therefore, should be and 
is service. But, for a library to give this service it must be organized 
to the very last detail, so that any tool for study that it possesses 
can be made available at a moment’s notice. On the other hand, for 
the reader to receive this service, he must know what it is and how 
it is extended. In short, he must know how the book collection of 
the library is organized, so that whatever book or tool of study it does 
possess he can make instantly his own. 


*Any professor or the librarian of the school will always be glad to acquaint 
the student with such series. As examples there are (1) Everyman’s Library, 
which numbers among its volumes such splendid reference books of interest to 
any student as A Smaller Classical Dictionary and Biographical Dictionary of 
English Literature; (2) Treasury of the Faith Series, in 36 volumes of about 
120 pages each, containing explanations of Catholic doctrine and belief. Any 
volume in these series can be bought for less than a dollar. 

Father Brown, in his Introduction to Catholic Buoklore (q.v.), gives a 
lengthy list of Catholic series, collections, etc.

A library is organized by means of the classification and 
cataloguing of its books in accordance with their cardinal points; 
namely, author, title, and subject. In order that he may be able to 
find his way in the library with facility, it is necessary for the 
reader, first of all, to possess a knowledge of how classification and 
cataloguing combine to make the books available. 


CHAPTER II 
THE CARD CATALOGUE 


The library card catalogue is an alphabetical record and key to 
the location of all the books in the library. 

Entries. For every book catalogued in the library there are one 
or more entries or cards in the card catalogue; for example, for 
Chesterton’s Everlasting Man there are cards for: 

1. The author — Chesterton; 
2. The title — Everlasting Man; 
3. The subject — Man. 

This we see in Figures 1, 2, and 3. 

Heading. The word or group of words which we read first at 
the top of the card, is the heading of the card. 

Call Number. The combination of letters and figures in the 
upper left-hand corner of the card is the call number; for example, 
see et , page 9. (For full treatment of the Call Number, see 
page 24.) 

Author Card. The author card has for a heading the complete 
name of the author, and sometimes dates of birth and death, if 
deceased. Thus, in the catalogue under Chesterton, G. K., is among 
others, the card in Figure 1. 

Title Card. The title card has for a heading the title or name 
of the book. Generally, only works with unusual or striking titles, 
anonymous publications, and periodicals have title cards. Thus, in 
the catalogue under Everlasting Man, is found the card in Figure 2. 

Subject Card. The subject card has for a heading (in some 
libraries in “red” and in others in capital letters) the word or group 
of words which indicates most specifically the subject of the book. 
Generally, all works, with the exception of fiction, plays, and poems, 
take subject cards. Thus, in the catalogue under Man, is the card 
in Figure 3.

A book which treats of more than one subject has a corresponding 
number of different subject cards. 

The catalogue also contains cards for 
all the periodicals catalogued in the library, as illustrated in Figures 
4 and 5.

Cards for Joint Authors, Editors, etc. A book written by 
more than one author has a card or entry for each author. A book 
edited or translated by someone other than the original author has 
a card for the original author, and another card for the editor or 
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translator. A book which is in the form of a compilation or list, like 
a bibliography, has a card for the compiler. A book published by an 
organization, institution, etc., has a card for the name of the organ- 
ization or institution. 

Cross References. A cross-reference card is a direction from 
one heading to another. It is used for authors’ pseudonyms or 
common names, for material which may be sought under any one 
of two or more headings, and for subjects which bear close relation- 
ship to one another. A cross reference may take the form of either 
a “see” or ‘see also” card, depending upon its purpose, as shown 
in Figures 6, 7, and 8.

Subject Subdivisions. To facilitate the locating of small sub- 
jects in the card catalogue, large subjects are subdivided.

pass immediately to the section devoted to cards with the heading 
Catholic Church — Societies.

Filing. In modern libraries, all the cards for authors, titles, sub- 
jects, editors, translators, etc., are kept in the drawers of a cabinet 
and filed in an alphabetical, dictionary order according to the first 
word of the heading other than an article. In each drawer there also 
are guides with projecting tabs on which are guide letters and head- 
ings which indicate the headings of the cards filed directly behind 
them. 

Abbreviations such as Dr., Mr., Mrs., St., etc., are considered as 
spelled in full and alphabetized accordingly. The alphabetizing of 
the cards in the catalogue is done either by words or by letters. 
For example: 


*This alphabetical, dictionary order is not always followed strictly. For 
example, some libraries arrange the books of the Bible chronologically under 
the heading Bible rather than alphabetically.

Filing Arrangement under Individual Author. In addi- 
tion to the cards for books written by an author, there also 
are cards in the catalogue for books written about him, about 
his work in general, and about single works of his. Therefore, to 
facilitate the locating of any particular card under an author’s name, 
a special arrangement of cards is observed for all authors. Thus, 
if I look at the cards in the catalogue under Milton, John I find 
the following order: 


Milton, John. Paradise lost. (Milton as author) 

MILTON, JOHN. PARADISE LOST. (Single work as subject) 

Milton, John. Paradise regained. (Milton as author) 

Milton, John. Poems. (Milton as author) 

MILTON, JOHN. (Milton as subject — biography, criticism of his 
work in general, etc.) 

MILTON, JOHN — BIBLIOGRAPHY. (Milton as subject) 

MILTON, JOHN — DICTIONARIES, INDEXES, ETC. (Milton as 

subject) 


In the above arrangement it will be noted that the cards for books 
about Milton will be found behind all cards for books by Milton, 
and that a card for a book about one of Milton’s works will be 
found directly behind all the cards for the text of that work. There- 
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fore, if I am looking for a commentary on Paradise Lost, I im- 
mediately pass over all the Milton cards until I come to the end 
of the section on Paradise Lost as a text, and there find all the 
cards for books in the library written about Paradise Lost — com- 
mentaries, criticisms, interpretations, etc. 


CHAPTER III 


CLASSIFICATION — CALL NUMBER — ARRANGEMENT 
OF BOOKS ON SHELVES 


As was seen in the preceding chapter, every book in the library 
has one or more entries or cards in the catalogue. In searching for 
a particular book, the first step is to locate the card for that book. 
If there is no card, it is clear that the library does not possess that 
book. But, if the card is located, then the question arises, of what 
aid will it be in finding the book? 

The card provides one with the key to the location of the book — 
the call number, which, as we saw in Chapter II, is found in the 
upper left-hand corner of the card. This call number will direct us 
immediately to the very book sought, if the arrangement of the 
books on the library’s shelves 1s known. This arrangement is based 
upon a highly organized and easily comprehensible system of classi- 
fying the books in the library and shelving them accordingly. If one 
is acquainted with this system of classification, a glance at the call 
number will direct him unerringly, and without delay, to the partic- 
ular book he wants. Therefore, it is of importance and advantage 
to see first what classification is, and second what the call number 
is and how it relates to classification and the arrangement of the 
books on the shelves. 


Classification 
Library classification is the process of grouping together books 
that have similar subject characteristics, usually; that is, all the 
books on a particular subject are shelved in one place, and books 
which are related by reason of similar subject contents are shelved 
close to one another. For example, all the books on the general 
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history of the Catholic Church are found in one section of the 
shelves, with books on such subjects as Church history for special 
places or periods, and works on the popes, saints, clergy, religious 
orders, Catholic lay persons, etc., near by. 

At the present time there are two schemes of book classification 
in general use, the Dewey Decimal and the Library of Congress. 
Generally, only one of them is used in a particular library, though 
occasionally one system is used for certain subjects and the other 
system for other subjects.’ 


The Dewey Decimal Classification 


The Dewey Decimal Classification divides all books into ten main 
classes, using the digits 0 to 9 for its points of division. For example: 


000 — General Works 500 — Pure Science 
100 — Philosophy 600 — Useful Arts 
200 — Religion 700 — Fine Arts 
300 — Social Sciences 800 — Literature 
400 — Philology 900 — History 


Each one of these main classes is subdivided into ten smaller 
classes, as we see in the table on Page 19. 


7Outlines of both classifications are given here. It will be to the student’s 
advantage to learn which of them is in use in his college library, and accordingly 
pay particular attention to the parts of this chapter that will be the most 
useful to him. However, the other classification should not be neglected entirely.

Thus we see that in a library which is classified according to the 
Decimal Classification, all the books on Chemical analysis in 
general will have the number 543 while those on analysis of water 
will have the number 543.3; all the books on Greek lyric poetry in 
general will have the number 884, while those on or by Anacreon, the 
Greek lyricist, will have the number 884.3; all the books on the 
general history of the United States will have the number 973, while 
those on United States history in the Constitutional period will have 
the number 973.4. 


The Library of Congress Classification 


The Library of Congress Classification, which was developed 
primarily to meet the needs of the Library of Congress in Wash- 
ington, D. C., uses letters and numbers for its scheme of classes. 
It is divided into 21 main sections, with all the letters of the alphabet, 
except I, O, W, X, and Y, employed to designate the divisions. Each 
of these 21 main classes, excepting E, F, and Z, which are followed 
directly by numbers, is subdivided by repeating the letters, as, 
D, DA, DB, DC, DD, DE, DF, DG, DH, etc. Additional sub- 
divisions are effected by adding Arabic numbers as DA942, DB114, 
DC921, DD348, DF211, DG195, DH453, etc.

These, then, are the sections into which the Dewey Decimal and 

Library of Congress schemes of classification divide the field of 
knowledge. As has been seen, the Dewey scheme classifies and 
arranges books numerically between 000 and 999, and the Library 
of Congress scheme classifies and arranges them alphabetically be- 
tween A and Z, and numerically under each of the alphabetical divi- 
sions. In other words, it has been shown what classification is, and 
how it groups books into sections according to their subjects. But 
this is not sufficient. It is necessary to know how to find a particular 
book in any one of these sections. For example, if one is looking 
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for Turner’s History of Philosophy, it ought not be necessary to 
search all through the section which contains every book in the 
library on this subject. Nor need this be done. Every book in the 
library has, besides a definite classification number or section, 
a certain definite place within that classification number or section, 
and the means by which we are able to determine this certain definite 
place is the call number — the key to the location of the book. 
Therefore, it will be necessary to understand what the call number 
is and how it can be used. 


The Call Number 


The combination of letters and numbers in the upper left-hand 
corner of the catalogue card shown in Chapter II, and appearing 
on the back and frequently inside the front and back covers of a 
library book, is that book’s call number. Each book in the library 
has a special call number which is different from the call number 
of every other book. The call number is based primarily on the 
classification of the book, and consists of two parts; namely, the 
classification number, which has already been explained, and the 
author number, which distinguishes a particular book from all other 
books with the same classification number.’ 

Chesterton’s Everlasting Man, to use an example classified ac- 
cording to the Library of Congress scheme, has the call number 
Wee ne the first line or notation BL48, the classification number, 
designates the subject treated in the book — Man, and the second 
notation C5, the author number, distinguishes this particular book by 
Chesterton, from all other books on the same subject. There may 
be a dozen other books in the library on the subject Man, by as 
many different authors; all of them will have the same classification 
number BL48, but no two of them will have the same author number. 

Frequently, there are several books by one author which are 
classified in the same subject; for example, The Innocence of Father 
Brown, Manalive, and The Poet and the Lunatics, all novels by 


*The author number usually is composed of the first letter of the author’s 
name and the number which corresponds to the author’s name in a table of 
names and numbers known as Cutter Tables, which have been devised for this 
very purpose. For example, the name Acton has the number AJ, the name 
Chesterton has the number C5, Newman has N5, Thompson has T4, etc. 
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G. K. Chesterton, and all classified in modern English literature

The call number, then, is a most important factor in the orderly 
and useful arrangement of books in a library. It provides a means 
of differentiating a particular book from every other book in the 
library, and thus gives to a book a certain definite place on the 
library’s shelves. In other words, it is the guide to the arrangement 
of books on the library’s shelves, and a guide to the shelf location 
of a book. 


Arrangement of Books on the Shelves 

In a library which uses the Dewey Classification, the arrangement 
of books is (1) by numbers (the classification number), (2) by 
letters (the letter in the author number), and (3) by numbers again 
(the number in the author number), etc. For example, we find all 
the 200’s shelved together, all the 210’s before the 220’s, all the

The books are arranged on the shelves in the same way as are 
the letters and words on the page of an ordinary book, that is, from 
left to right. Quarto and folio volumes, which are too tall to fit on 
the regular shelves, are marked with a “Q,” “F,” or some other 
distinguishing symbol, and shelved in the lower part of the section 
or in a separate case. 

The foregoing paragraphs clearly emphasize the necessity of copy- 
ing properly and completely the call number exactly as it appears 
in the upper left-hand corner of the catalogue card. Call slips are 
provided for the use of those requesting books which are not on 
the open shelves. It is evident that the promptness and facility with 
which the library attendant is able to supply a desired item, depend 
to a great extent upon the clearness of the call number and other 
information given by the library user on the call slip he offers at 
the desk. 


“Some libraries prefer to assign the letters F and B to Fiction and Biography, 
respectively, rather than give them full classification. In this case, Fiction is 
marked with the letter F and arranged alphabetically by author, and Biography 
is given the letter B and arranged alphabetically by the name of the person 
written about. 


CHAPTER IV 
GENERAL REFERENCE WORKS 


Reference books are those which usually are consulted for im- 
mediately required information, but which are not meant to be read 
through. They are works which are considered as sources in which 
things may be “looked up.” Encyclopedias, dictionaries, almanacs 
and yearbooks, bibliographies, and general periodical indexes are the 
most common examples of general reference works. 

There are no Catholic general reference works in English except 
Universal Knowledge and The Catholic Periodical Index, which, 
though excellent as far as they go, hardly scratch the surface. In 
reference works for special subjects we are more adequately fortified, 
but there still remains much to be done as will be seen in the various 
sections of Chapter VI. Therefore, the Catholic Encyclopedia and 
other less-extensive works such as those noted under Catholic 
Church in section B, page 50, must be greatly relied upon. Further- 
more, whenever there is any reason to doubt the Catholic reliability 
of information available in a non-Catholic work, and the Catholic 
Encyclopedia’s treatment is not sufficient, the safest course is to seek 
a Catholic text or allied book on the subject through the card 
catalogue. When this cannot be obtained, the librarian or teacher 
should be consulted. 

Before using a reference book for the first time, one should try 
to evaluate it in the same way that one evaluates a textbook. The 
title page should be read, as also the preface or introduction and 
the table of contents, and-some attention should be given to the 
index and appendices. One should acquaint oneself with the general 
content and arrangement of the work, and take particular care to 
ascertain the authority and purpose of the editors or writers of the 
book or parts of it as regards their Catholic or non-Catholic stand- 
ing. In all subjects which deal with religion, philosophy, history, 
literature, science, sociology, etc., one must be on one’s guard. 
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It is well to note the features of the Index, for by an intelligent 
use of this part of the book desired information is most easily and 
quickly found. If the work is in a number of volumes the index 
usually is in the last, although there may be an index in each volume 
and no general index, or a general index in a separate volume; 
there may be an index for authors and another for subjects, or one 
for both.

ENCYCLOPEDIAS 


ENGLISH AND AMERICAN 


Encyclopedia Britannica; 14th ed. 24 v. Lond. Encyclopedia Britan- 

nica Co., 1929. 

This is the most frequently consulted and quoted general encyclopedia, 
but must be used with discretion by Catholics because of its flagrant and 
insistent inaccuracies on points of the Church’s history and teachings. It 
is British in point of view. The articles are signed with the initials of the 
authors, the full names of whom are given in the front of each volume. 
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There are well-selected bibliographies, and the index in Volume 24 is a very 
important aid in the use of the work, the cross references being especially 
helpful. There also is an Atlas in Volume 24. 

Encyclopedia Americana, 1931-32; rev. ed. 30 v. N.Y. Americana 
Corp., 1932. 

An excellent encyclopedia, but sometimes difficult to use because of 
the grouping of small subjects under the general heading to which they 
are most closely related. The index in Volume 30 is a classified list of 
broad subjects subdivided into smaller ones. The articles, usually signed 
in full and followed by bibliographies, are very reliable on subjects relating 
to government, science, industry, etc. Included are summaries of famous 
books, words of famous songs, and texts of noted documents. The 1936 
edition, recently issued, is revised somewhat, but it is not necessary for 
one who has the 1932 edition and subsequent annual volumes from 
1933-36. 

New international encyclopedia; 2nd ed. 23 v. and an additional 
volume consisting of “Courses of study and reading.” N.Y. Dodd, 
1914-16. 

—— Supplement. 2 v. N.Y. Dodd, 1925. 

—— Supplement. 2 v. N.Y. Dodd, 1930. 

This encyclopedia is recommended especially as a first choice because 
of its unbiased treatment of Catholic subjects. It is predominantly Amer- 
ican in point of view, with unsigned articles under small topics. At the 
beginning of each volume is a list of the important articles and their 
authors. The New International frequently provides information which 
cannot be found in other encyclopedias, and is unusually good for biog- 
raphies of contemporary Americans. The supplements of 1925 and 1930 
bring the work up to date on all subjects of importance. There are good 
bibliographies. 

Universal knowledge (to be in 12 volumes), v. 1-2. N.Y. Universal 
Knowledge Foundation, 1927-29. 

Universal Knowledge was projected as a general encyclopedia from 
the Catholic point of view. However, no volumes have appeared for some 
years. Der Grosse Herder, although in German, is much better as a gen- 
eral encyclopedia written from the Catholic viewpoint. 

Two splendid one-volume encyclopedias are Columbia Encyclopedia, 
N. Y. Columbia Univ. Press, 1935, and Lincoln Library, Buffalo, N. Y. 
Frontier Press, 1935.

As part of it, there is 
a very useful detachable folio of statistical information, universal in 
extent, which is to be renewed periodically and brought up to date.

The most comprehensive of American dictionaries, containing a great 
amount of encyclopedic material. Volumes 1-10 make up the main 
dictionary; Volume 11 is a cyclopedia of proper names; Volume 12 is 
an atlas. An asterisk above a word in the main alphabet refers to the 
supplement which is included at the back of each volume, except 12. 
The supplement lists new words and phrases, and new meanings of old 
words. 

Craigie, Sir William A. and others. A dictionary of American English 
on historical principles. Pt. I. Chic. University of Chicago Press, 1936. 
The English language according to North American usage. This first 

part of the dictionary covers the alphabet A-Baggage. 

Funk and Wagnalls new standard dictionary. N.Y. Funk, 1934. 
Generally not as useful as Webster’s noted below. All ordinary words 

and numerous proper names are included in one alphabet. Abbreviations 

are alphabetized under the word “Abbreviations” in the main alphabet. 

The New Standard is unusually good for technical and scientific termi- 

nology and reformed spelling. A subscription edition contains an appendix 

entitled “History of the World Day by Day.” 

Murray’s new English dictionary. 10 v. Oxford. Clarendon Press, 
1888-1928. 

Also familiarly known as the Oxford dictionary. It is the outstanding 
English dictionary for the scholar, giving an extensive treatment on the 
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history and etymology of probably every word in the English language 
used during the last eight hundred years. Murray’s is not for general and 
popular use to the same degree as the other dictionaries. An additional 
volume entitled ‘Introduction, Supplement and Bibliography” has also 
been issued. The Shorter Oxford English dictionary on historical prin- 
ciples, based on Murray, was published recently by the Oxford University 
press. 2 vols. 

Webster’s new international dictionary. 2nd ed., rev. and enl. Spring- 

field, Mass. Merriam, 1934. 

The best dictionary for ordinary purposes. Each page of the vocabulary 
is divided into two parts; the upper part lists the main and most fre- 
quently consulted words, and the lower, in small type, includes the un- 
common and obsolete words, Christian names, foreign phrases, variants 
of words in common. use, and all words not sought as often as those in 
the upper part. Immediately preceding the main vocabulary is a list of 
explanatory notes; following it, there are a list of abbreviations, arbitrary 
signs and symbols, a Pronouncing Gazetteer, and a Pronouncing Bi- 
ographical Dictionary. All new words are listed in the main vocabulary, 
as are also all forms of compound words, and prepositional phrases. A 
special edition also contains a very convenient ‘Reference History of 
the World.”

CHAPTER V 
PERIODICAL INDEXES 


Magazines and newspapers are very important sources for mate- 
rial on subjects of recent and current interest. In the sciences and 
technology, in the industrial, political, and social fields they are 
indispensable to a complete and up-to-date treatment of the sub- 
ject; frequently they contain information on subjects which have 
not reached, and possibly never will reach book publication, such 
as biography of living persons, or biography and criticism of present- 
day authors and their works. In work on essays or debates periodicals 
are especially helpful. 

Because of the abundance of periodicals which are published with 
great frequency, it would be humanly impossible to take full advan- 
tage of their resources unless there were indexes to them. There- 
fore, there have been compiled a number of general and special 
indexes to periodicals which are arranged in a manner very similar 
to the library’s card catalogue or the index of a book. With these 
indexes it is possible to locate articles by their authors, titles, and 
subjects in magazines. 

For a satisfactory result from the use of periodical indexes the 
title of the magazine, the volume, paging, date, title, and author of 
the article must be copied exactly as they are given in the reference. 

In this chapter, the following types of periodical indexes will be 
named and considered:

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GENERAL PERIODICAL INDEXES 


Poole’s index to periodical literature, 1802-81. Rev. ed. 1 v. in 2. 
Bost. Houghtom, 1891. 

Ist to 5th supplements, Jan. 1, 1882 — Jan. 1, 1907. 5 v. Bost. 
Houghton, 1°88-1908. 

Poole’s primzrily is an alphabetical subject index; authors are not 
indexed by name except when they are the subjects of critical or 
biographical articles. Plays, poems, and fiction have no subject entries, 
but are indexed under the first word of the title other than an article. 
The following information is given for each article indexed: title, author’s 
name in parentheses if known, abbreviated title of the magazine, volume 
and page reference. Inclusive paging and date are not given, but the year 
can be determined by means of the Chronological Conspectus at the 
beginning of each volume. 

Annual literary index, 1892-1904, is of very little use now except for 
its author indexes which provide the only complete author lists to the 
Poole indexes before 1900. 

Annual library index, 1905-10, took the place of the Annual literary 
index, but now is largely superseded, although it is useful for author 
lists for the years 1905-06. 

Readers’ guide to periodical literature, which appears monthly, 
now indexes more than 100 periodicals in each issue. At an interval 
of about every third month, the number for that month includes, in 
one alphabet, all the indexing for the preceding numbers, of the year. 
At the end of each year one volume is issued to include, in one 
alphabet, all the indexing for the preceding twelve months, and then 
about every three years a similar cumulation, in one alphabet, is 
issued for the three-year period. In addition to magazines, the Read- 
ers’ Guide also indexes some association reports and government 
publications. 

Readers’ guide to periodical literature, 1900-date. N.Y. Wilson, 
1905-date. 

An alphabetical author, subject, and title index, although the title 
entries are limited to stories and plays. Poems are found under the head- 
ing “Poems,” but not under their titles. For each article indexed the 
following information is given: title, author’s name if known, abbreviated 
title, volume, inclusive paging, and date of the periodical. For example, 
in the Readers’ Guide, among references to articles on the Five Year 
Plan, is the following entry: Russia-Economic policy — Challenge of the 
five year plan. M. Farbman. New Repub 68:122-6 S 16 731. 
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This reference means that Challenge of the five year plan is an article 
written by M. Farbman appearing in the New Republic magazine, volume 
68, pages 122-126. September 16, 1931, is the date of the issue of the. 
magazine in which the article is included. This same article also will be 
found by looking in the Readers’ Guide under the author’s name, M. 
Farbman, where the same information will be given. 

An alphabetical index of the periodicals indexed and their correspond- 
ing abbreviations is found at the beginning of each issue and subsequent 
volumes. The indexing in volumes 2 and 3 of about 600 books published 
between 1900 and 1914 is a very useful feature, and provides a continu- 
ation to that year of the A.L.A. Index to general literature (cf. p. 78). 
Readers’ guide to periodical literature: Supplement, 1907-19; author 

and subject index to a selected list of periodicals not included in the 

Readers’ Guide, and to composite books. 2 v. N.Y. Wilson, 1916-20. 

Continued by: 

International index to periodicals. Devoted chiefly to the humanities 
and science. A cumulative author and subject index to a selected list 
of the periodicals of the world. Formerly Readers’ Guide Supplement. 
1920-date. N.Y. Wilson, 1921-date. 

An important index for foreign periodicals and journals of the more 
scholarly type. Has the same arrangement and gives the same kind of 
information as the Readers’ Guide. 

Magazine subject index. A subject index to seventy-nine American 
and English periodicals. Comp. by F. W. Faxon. Bost. Bost. Bk. Co., 
1908 (v. 1 only). 

Continued by: 

Annual magazine subject index, 1908-date. A subject index to a 
selected list of American and English periodicals and society publica- 
tions. Bost. Faxon, 1908-date. 

Does not index any periodicals that are covered by other periodical 
indexes. Indexes more English material than other American indexes. 
Beginning with 1909 the Dramatic Index (cf. p. 38), is included as part 2.

Agricultural index, 1916-date. N.Y. Wilson, 1919-date. 

“A subject index to a selected list of agricultural periodicals and 

bulletins” (Subtitle).

An author and subject index to more than 150 art periodicals and 
museum journals. Covers fine and applied arts, except publications devoted 
entirely to book collecting, photography, numismatics, music, and the 
theater. 
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Book review digest, 1905-date. N.Y. Wilson, 1905-date. 

Digests and indexes the outstanding book reviews appearing in more 
than 50 American and English periodicals; arranged alphabetically by 
the name of the author of the book reviewed, and contains an alphabetical 
subject, title, and pseudonym index in each issue. It appears monthly, 
cumulates semiannually in August and annually in February. For each 
book entered, there are frequently a brief summary and quotations from 
reviews, for each of which there are given the title of the periodical and 
the page reference to the full review. The number of words in the full 
review also is indicated, and the reviewer’s estimate is signified by a plus 
sign for favorable and a minus for unfavorable. 

Catholic periodical index, March, 1930-date. Scranton, Penn., Library 
section, N.C.E.A., 1930-31, and N.Y. Wilson, 1931-date. 

A complete alphabetical subject and author index to more than 50 
Catholic magazines published in America and abroad. Uses practically 
the same type of arrangement and gives the same kind of information as 
the Readers’ Guide. Sponsored by the Catholic Library Association, and 
issued annually, although no issues have appeared since 1930. The C.P.I. 
is a Catholic reference tool that should be in every Catholic school, 
college, and university library. 

Dramatic index, 1909-date. Bost. Bost. Bk. Co., 1910-date. 

An annual subject index which covers articles and illustrations on the 
stage and its players, appearing in American and English magazines. Pub- 
lished as Part 2 of the Annual Magazine Subject Index (p. 37), and also 
issued separately; also appears. quarterly in the Bulletin of Bibliography. 
Education index, 1929-date. N.Y. Wilson, 1929-date. 

An alphabetical author and subject index to more than 125 periodicals, 
federal, state, and municipal documents, and some books on the subject. 
The arrangement and type of information given are the same as those 
in the Readers’ Guide.

Engineering index, 1884-date. N.Y. Engineering Magazine, 1892-1918, 
and Easton, Pa. Amer. Soc. of Mechanical Engineers, 1919-date. 

Issued as part of Mechanical Engineering, the monthly organ of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers. At the end of each year the 
twelve monthly issues are cumulated, together with items on civil, electri- 
cal, and mining engineering, to form the annual volume. 

Index to legal periodicals, 1908-date. (Pub. in conjunction with the 

Law Library Journal.) N.Y. Wilson, 1909-date. 

Published quarterly and cumulated annually. The arrangement and 
information given are of the same nature as those in other periodical 
indexes mentioned above. 
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Industrial arts index, 1913-date. N.Y. Wilson, 1914-date. 

“Subject index to a selected list of engineering, trade, and business 
periodicals, books and pamphlets, with a list of important technical socie- 
ties” (Subtitle). The arrangement and information given are of the same 
nature as those in other periodical indexes mentioned above. 

Loyola educational digest, ed. by Austin G. Schmidt, S.J. Chic. Loyola 
Univ. Press, 1924-date. 

Gives abstracts and bibliographies of important articles in current edu- 
cational and psychological periodicals, and reviews of new books in these 
fields. Published monthly except August and September, and treats about 
190 periodicals, of which 5 are Catholic. 

Public affairs information service. Bulletin of the Public Affairs In- 
formation Service, a co-operative clearing house of public affairs in- 
formation, 1915-date. N.Y., Public Affairs Inform. Service, 1915-date. 
A combined subject index and digest of literature on public affairs. 

Particularly useful for such subjects as_ political science, economics, 

sociology, finance, etc. 


NEWSPAPER INDEXES 
New York Times index, 1913-date. N.Y. The Times, 1916-date. 

A subject index with entries under very specific headings to material 
appearing in the New York Times. Each entry gives the date, page, and 
column of the issue referred to, and there are many useful cross references. 
Times. London. Official index, 1906-date. Lond. Times, 1907-date. 

Arrangement and information given are similar to those in the New 
York Times. 


INDEXES FOR CATHOLIC PERIODICALS 


Catholic magazines, periodicals, and newspapers provide some of 
the richest sources of Catholic reference material on all subjects. In 
view of this, it is a sad fact that their contents are not more readily 
accessible through good Catholic periodical indexes. It is true that 
the Catholic Library Association has launched the Catholic Period- 
ical Index (p. 38), a library tool of great value and promise, but it 
includes only some Catholic periodicals published since 1929. The 
Loyola Educational Digest (above) also is helpful, and in the foreign- 
language field there is the Index critico-litterarius (p. 117), but this 
goes back only to 1928. Furthermore, the Readers’ Guide, Poole’s, 
International and Education indexes index the following Catholic 
periodicals: 
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American Catholic Quarterly Review, 
v. 1-31 (1906) — Poole’s 
v. 25-37 (1912) — Reader’s Guide 
v. 38-49 (1924) — International 
Catholic Educational Review (1929-date) — Education Index 
Catholic Record Society. Publications. International 
Catholic University Bulletin, v. 1-12 (1906) — Poole’s 
Catholic World, v. 1-84 (1906) — Poole’s 
v. 70 (1900)-date — Readers’ Guide 
Commonweal, v. 9 (1929)-date — Readers’ Guide

v. 141-date — International 
Month, v. 1-109 (1906) — Poole’s 

It is also useful to know that there are several Catholic periodicals 
in English which publish their own cumulated indexes. Although they 
never will be as satisfactory as a general Catholic periodical index, 
they are nevertheless the best at our disposal and must be considered 
necessary to periodical research until Catholic scholarship produces 
a general index to supersede them. 

Of course, every outstanding Catholic magazine has an index for 
each of its volumes. Some of the more important periodicals which 
issue cumulated indexes are:

BIOGRAPHY 


One who is interested in an extensive treatment of a person’s life 
and work should consult the card catalogue to see whether the library 
possesses an individual biography of that particular person. How- 
ever, frequently an entire book on the life of a particular person 
either has not been published or is not available in the library. Some- 
times only a brief biographical sketch is desired. In these cases, vari- 
ous general encyclopedias, periodicals, books of collective biography, 
and biographical dictionaries will furnish the desired information. 
The following are some of the more important of these:

—A conspectus of American biography, being an analytical summary 
of American history and biography, containing also the complete indexes 
of the National cyclopedia of American biography (v. 1-13). N.Y. White, 
1906. 


Indexes. N.Y. White, 1936. 

Not alphabetically arranged, so the indexes must be used. The separate 
loose-leaf index volume is divided into three parts:

Volumes 1—21 make up the main dictionary; volume 22 is a sup- 
plement and includes persons who were unintentionally passed over and 
those who died between the time the main part was completed and 1900; 
volume 23 contains biographies of persons who died between 1901 and 
1911; volume 24 contains biographies of persons who died between 1912 
and 1921, and an index to volumes 23-24. The arrangement throughout is 
alphabetical.

CATHOLIC BIOGRAPHY 


A number of books of collective Catholic biography have been 
included here for the purpose of filling, to some degree, the un- 
fortunate dearth of up-to-date Catholic biographical dictionaries. 
Other excellent sources for biographical sketches of outstanding and 
famous Catholics are: The Catholic Encyclopedia, Catholic period- 
icals, and pamphlets, especially those issued by the Catholic Truth 
Society.

Although not purporting to be a complete 
bibliography of Catholic biography, the work attempts to list “biographies 
of servants of God canonized or beatified by the Church . . . lives of 
prelates, priests of the diocesan clergy, members of religious orders, and 
laymen remarkable for the holiness of their lives and for works of 
charity and zeal,” and “lives of noteworthy men and women who, with- 
out being remarkable for holiness or good works, were Catholics, and on 
the whole practised their religion.” (Preface.) The main text is divided 
into two parts: Part 1, Collective biography arranged alphabetically by 
the name of the author or compiler; Part 2, Individual biography, 
arranged alphabetically by the name of the person written about. In most 
cases, the following information is given for each book entered: Author’s 
name, title, number of pages, or volumes if more than one, place of 
publication, publisher, and date. In an appendix there are lists of pam- 
phlets, booklets, series, etc., of Catholic biography.

Prepared under the direction of J. G. Bartholomew at the Edinburgh 
geographical institute. Contains many types of maps, such as political, 
racial, religious, commercial, etc. There is an index-gazetteer which gives 
the latitude and longitude besides the map reference and key to the 
location of the particular place.

In addition to what we are able to obtain through the library’s 
card catalogue — under the history subdivision for the particular 
country, etc., and from general encyclopedias, dictionaries, and 
periodical indexes, there are a number of special reference works for 
history.

The Cambridge Histories were conceived and planned by Lord Acton, 
an outstanding English Catholic, and are highly recommended for their 
unprejudiced treatment of historical points to which the Church is related, 
although Lord Acton’s collaborators, some of whom were non-Catholics, 
are not entirely free, in some respects, from personal bias. 

Graham, John E. Church history by non-Catholic historians. v. 1. Balt. 
Norman Publishing Co., 1930. 

A critical survey of non-Catholic and anti-Catholic historians, partic- 
ularly from the viewpoint of their treatment of the Catholic Church in 
general history. There is a summary of the “Leading characteristics of 
the historians commented upon,” viz. Gibbon, Carlyle, Robertson, 
Macaulay, Hallam, Green, Bryce, Modern English historians, Guizot, 
Taine, Bancroft, Prescott, Irving, Thompson, and Ranke, and an index 
of subjects treated in the volume. 

Larned, Josephus N. New Larned history for ready reference, reading 
and research. Rev. and enl. ed. by Donald E. Smith. 12 v. Springfield, 
Mass.

An encyclopedia of selections from historical authorities, with references 
to the exact source from which the selection was taken and additional 
references on other sources. Both sides are given for questions of a 
controversial nature, and there are a chronology of events and genealogical 
tables. Volume 12 contains lists of books referred to and an index with 
very useful cross references.

It will 
include the writers and writings in English-speaking countries from the 
year A.D. 450 down to the present. For each author there will be a brief 
condensed biographical sketch, followed by as accurate a list of the 
author’s works as is obtainable, with no critical commentary, and a list 
of such references. to the writer or his works as can be consulted easily. 
As the complete work may not be ready for some years, the publication 
of the index is expected to be attempted in the near future; this alone 
will make a good-sized volume of from three to four hundred pages, and 
will include the names of about 30,000 Catholic authors; for each author, 
the index will give complete name and titles, dates of birth and death, 
nationality, kinds of writings, and one or more references to sources of 
information about him. 

Note 2. A bibliography of Catholic bibliographies is in process of 
compilation by Victor Schaefer of Michigan University Physics Library. 

NoTE 3. Catalogues of Catholic libraries, catalogues of Catholic pub- 
lishers, series and collections, and publications of learned societies provide 
rich sources for Catholic bibliography. Fr. Brown, in his Introduction to 
Catholic Booklore, mentions many of these and gives two well-selected 
lists of (1) Series, collections, etc., published under Catholic auspices, 
and (2) Series, collections, etc., published under non-Catholic or non- 
sectarian auspices. 

Note 4. Many non-Catholic publishers issue lists of Catholic authors’ 
books which they publish. Many public libraries issue catalogues of books 
by Catholic authors which they possess. 

Note 5. There are bibliographies accompanying the articles in the 
Catholic Encyclopedia and other Catholic reference works of that type. 
The New Catholic Dictionary and the Catholic Encyclopedic Dictionary 
include bibliographies at the ends of the volumes.

The Newsletter, published monthly by the Catholic Book 
Club of America, reviews current Catholic books, as does the Survey of 
Current Catholic Literature, published ten times a year by the Spiritual 
Book Associates. 

Note 5. The book-review sections of Catholic periodicals provide 
reliable information for the choice of books. Some of the best periodicals 
for this purpose are: The America, Catholic World, Commonweal, Dublin 
Review, Homiletic and Pastoral Review, Month, Studies, Thought. In 
foreign countries, especially France and Germany, there are numerous 
periodicals devoted chiefly to reviews of Catholic books. A few of these 
are Polybiblion, Le Livre Francais, La Revue des Lectures, and Die 
Bucherwelt. There is nothing in English to correspond to these except 
Catholic Truth and Catholic Book Notes, which is published bimonthly 
and gives very full reviews of Catholic books as well as lists.

Some of them provide information that 
can be found nowhere else; many of them treat of subjects which, 
for some reason or other, never reach book form. A great variety 
of pamphlets is published by the Federal Government alone. Some 
publishing houses issue broadsides or brochures on authors whose 
works they publish; schools, business houses, churches, and other 
institutions publish pamphlets on subjects which frequently are of 
universal interest. The Catholic Truth Society, to say nothing of the 
many Catholic organizations, publishes a great number of valuable 
pamphlets. 

Therefore, it is important that we know how the library makes 
this material available. 


Availability 


Many pamphlets which are deemed to be of permanent value are 
bound or incased in cardboard binders, and classified, catalogued, 
and shelved, just as books are, as was seen in Chapters II and III. 
These are located through the card catalogue. 

But those that are not bound, together with clippings, broadsides, 
brochures, posters, bibliographies — both printed and typed, etc. — 
are indexed and filed in either one of two ways; (1) by means of 
the card catalogue and pamphlet boxes, or (2) by means of the 
vertical file. 


Pamphlet Boxes 
Although not as practical as the vertical file, pamphlet boxes are 
still in use in many libraries. They are made of wood or cardboard, 
and in size resemble a thick quarto volume, such as one of the 
Cambridge Histories or a volume of the Catholic Encyclopedia. 
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Indexing of Pamphlet Boxes 


The indexing of pamphlet boxes is done either in the library’s card 
catalogue, or in a special index which contains cards for pamphlet 
boxes only. Thus, for example, if we are looking for pamphlets, 
clippings, etc., on Catholic Missions, we will find in the catalogue, 
under the heading CatHot1ic CHurcH — Missions, a card like this:

The number Ne is the call number of this particular pam- 
phlet box, BV2183 being the Library of Congress Classification num- 
ber for material on this subject, and 1-10 signifying that there are 
items numbered 1-10, in other words, ten items, included in this 
pamphlet box. | 

If a special pamphlet index is used, we will find, in the main card 
catalogue, a cross reference directing us to the pamphlet index, where 
there is a card like the one shown above. 


Arrangement on Shelves 


All pamphlet boxes are labeled, and marked with the classification 
number and subject heading which correspond to the subject content 
of the material they hold, and are shelved, either with the books 
in the regular shelf order, according to call number, or are kept in 
a separate collection made up entirely of pamphlet boxes arranged 
according to call number. Their location and arrangement in a partic- 
ular library is determined greatly by the factors of use and acces- 
sibility. 
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Thus, it is evident that we will find pamphlet boxes on the shelves 
in the same way as books, viz., by their call numbers, and that, in 
the event of their being on closed shelves, we will apply for them 
at the desk in the same way as books, viz., by means of call slips. 


The Vertical File 


The vertical file, or information file, as it is more commonly 
known, is composed of a series of manila folders (9x12 in.), 
arranged upright in an alphabetical subject order, in large drawers 
or cases such as we see in a business office. Each one of the manila 
folders has a protruding tab at the top of the back fold, on which 
is marked a definite subject heading. Included in a particular folder 
is all the material of a pamphlet nature in the library on the subject 
noted on the tab of the folder. Each item within the folder is marked 
with the stamp of the library, date of placement in the file, and the 
subject to which it belongs. There are no folders for authors except 
when they are written about as subjects, and as the subject head- 
ings used in the file are very minute and specific, there is seldom a 
need for subject cross references. However, when material may be 
sought under either of two synonymous headings, such as was 
illustrated in relation to the card catalogue on page 11, a cross 
reference is made from the heading not used to the one that is 
used. ‘“‘See also” references are included also, and are usually written 
on the inside of the back fold or on a separate sheet of paper which 
is filed as the first item in the folder. 

There is no need for a separate index of entries such as is used 
for pamphlet boxes, as the vertical file is, by its very nature, self- 
indexing. It is exactly like a correspondence file, except that it has 
subjects rather than names as headings on the folders. 


Arrangement 


The vertical file is arranged in one strict alphabetical subject 
order, according to the subject headings on the protruding tabs of 
the folders. For example, if one is looking for material on War Debts, 
one immediately passes over all the letters from A to W, and then 
all the folders under the letter W until the heading War is reached 
and then War Debts. In other words, one finds the folder of pam- 
phlet material on a particular subject in the vertical file in the same 
way that the card for a book on a particular subject is found in the 
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card catalogue. However, in the case of the vertical file one need 
not bother with a call number, for all the material is in the folder 
itself. 

The file is weeded at regular intervals for the purpose of keeping 
it alive and up-to-date; items which no longer are useful, and 
material which has been superseded by more recent publications, 
are discarded. 

The Vertical File Service 

The Vertical File Service is a monthly catalogue of pamphlets 
and other vertical file material. It is arranged. alphabetically by sub- 
ject, with descriptive annotations for most of the entries, source, 
price if not free, and manner of distribution. 

For the student the Vertical File Service is a library tool of great 
importance. It is another step forward in comprehensive library 
service, and supplements the information files in all libraries by 
providing information, as complete as possible, concerning the loca- 
tion and acquisition of numerous additional items of a pamphlet 
nature. For debate and essay work it is invaluable. In short, it is 
a readers’ guide to pamphlet literature. 


Pamphlet Survey 


The Pamphlet Survey is a weekly list of new and old Catholic 
pamphlets, issued through the N. C. W. C. news service and syndi- 
cated to a number of diocesan newspapers which subscribe to the 
service. The Survey is compiled by Eugene P. Willging, Librarian 
of St. Thomas College, and each weekly list is usually devoted to 
some particular subject, person, or feast day. The title, author, and 
publisher of each pamphlet are given, together with a brief note 
of description. 

The same compiler also contributes a monthly list of new pam- | 
phlets entitled “Among the Pamphlets” to the Catholic Library 
News, and has ready for publication a Pamphlet Index, a classified 
list of about 1400 American Catholic pamphlets. It will give author, 
title, publisher, pagination, date, price, and annotation for each entry. 


CHAPTER VIII 
BIBLIOGRAPHY 


As the purpose of this handbook is pointed primarily toward 
the requirements of the college student, it will suffice to say here 
that of all the types of bibliographies that have been developed, 
the one generally most useful and most frequently in demand is the 
subject bibliography —a list of books or articles about any given 
subject. It is within this field that the college student will pursue 
practically all of his bibliographic endeavor. In such instances as 
essay composition and debate construction the student has his first 
introduction to bibliographical problems and practices; upon his 
initiation at this point his future ability and facility in the use of 
bibliographical tools depend to a great extent. . 

In view of this, the following suggestions are given for the purpose 
of helping students (1) to locate bibliographies, (2) to collect and 
select references, and (3) to compile bibliographies. 


Locating 


When beginning work on an essay or debate, the student, if he is 
not sufficiently familiar with the assigned subject, should first read 
the article which covers it in a good encyclopedia or other authori- 
tative work. With this foundation, the locating of bibliographies on 
the subject is entered upon through consultation of: 

1. Encyclopedias, in which articles on all important subjects are 
accompanied by bibliographies. 

2. Textbooks on the subject, located through the library’s card 
catalogue, in which bibliographies are found, accompanying the 
chapters, or in the front or back of the book, or in footnotes. 

3. Periodicals and periodical indexes, both general and special. 
Periodicals devoted to special subjects frequently contain bibliog- 
raphies on those subjects. All periodical indexes provide lengthy 
lists of articles on very minute subjects. 
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4. A.L.A. Index and Essay and General Literature Index, which 
contain lists of parts of books and book chapters on particular 
subjects. 

5. The Handbook Series and Reference Shelf, each volume of 
which is devoted to a particular subject, contain excellent bibliog- 
raphies. 

6. Individual bibliographies, issued by organizations, government 
bureaus and departments, libraries, schools, or publishers. These are 
located either in the library’s card catalogue, under the heading for 
the bibliography of the particular subject, or in the library’s vertical 
file. The Vertical File Service also is very helpful. 


Collecting and Selecting 


As he consults the foregoing bibliographies, the student should: 

1. Select the references he needs for his particular purposes, and 
copy them on slips (3x 5 in.), exactly as they are given in the lists. 
A separate slip should be used for each reference. 

2. Note, on the reverse of each slip, the source from which the 
reference is obtained. This frequently obviates the necessity of cover- 
ing the same ground later. 

3. Gather all the slips and divide them into two groups, one for 
books, and one for periodicals. 

4. Arrange each of these groups in alphabetical author or sub ject 
order, according to convenience of use. 

Thus far, the student has completed an orderly record of all the 
references to books and periodicals which contain information on 
the subject he has undertaken. 


Compiling 

At this point, the student begins to consult the actual material 
to which he is directed by the references he has listed in his work- 
ing bibliography, above. As each book or article is read or 
examined, data on the source is copied on one side of a slip, and an 
abstract of the information obtained, on the other. These abstracts, 
besides providing material for the actual construction of the paper, 
usually help the student toward later decisions concerning the 
advisability of using certain articles. And, they will have further use, 
if the bibliography to be compiled is to be annotated. 
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From the sources consulted, the following data should be noted 
on the slips, with one reference for each slip: 

1. For encyclopedias and other reference books: author and title 
of the article cited, followed by the author and title of the reference 
work, volume number, and inclusive paging of the article, place, 
publisher, and date of publication of the reference work, and edition 
if other than the first, e.g., Turston, Herbert. Joan of Arc. (In Cath- 
olic Encyclopedia, v. 8, p. 409-13. N.Y. R. Appleton Co., 1907-22). 

2. For textbooks, pamphlets, etc.: author, title, edition of other 
than the first, place, publisher, and date of publication, followed by 
the number of pages, or volumes if more than one, e.g., Shuster, 
George N. Catholic Church and current literature. N.Y. Macmillan, 
1930. 104p. 

3. For chapters or parts of books: author and title of the chapter, 
followed by the author and title of the book, inclusive paging of the 
particular chapter, place, publisher, and date of publication, e.g., 
Belloc, Hilaire. Catholic Church and the modern state. (In his Essays 
of a Catholic, p. 65-85. N.Y. Macmillan, 1932). 

4. For periodical articles: author and title of the article, title and 
volume of the periodical, followed by the inclusive paging of the 
article and the date of publication of the periodical, e.g., Mitts, D. 
M. Catholics and the public library. (In Catholic World, v. 126, p. 
794-97. Mar. 1928). 

Note: It is well also to add the call numbers of the books that 
are in the library used by the student. 

Now, the student examines all the abstracts, compares them with 
one another, and discards those which are superfluous. In what 
remains, he has his final selection of useful reference sources and 
abstracts of the information he is able to obtain from them. Thus, 
he has a definite outline of his subject. With this as his guide, he 
begins the construction of his essay or debate proper. 

To compile his bibliography, the student merely has to: 

1. Divide all the references to material actually used in his paper 
into two groups, one for books, including encyclopedias, parts of 
books and pamphlets, and one for periodicals. 

2. Arrange each of these groups in alphabetical order, according 
to the names of the authors of the books or articles, and in the case 
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of anonymous works according to the first word of the title other 
than an article. 

3. From the slips type all the references on sheets, in a manner 
similar to the following sample bibliography.
